A Million Assemble in Peking 


To Acclaim New Leadership

HONG EONG, Oct. 24 (NYT). 
—Hua Kuo-ieng was acclaimed 
chairman of the Chinese Com- 
nounist party today at a vast rally 
of 1 million in Peking that cli- 
maxed six weeks of bitter political 
conflict following the death of 
Mao Tse-tung. 

The rally, which was televised 
live throughout China, celebrated 
Mr. Bua's elevation as Chairman, 
succeeding Mao, and the downfall 
of the country’s four senior radical 
leftists, including Mo's 
Chiang Ching.

Mr. Hua, looking relaxed and 
confident, waved jubilantly to the 
enormous crowd from the red 
walls of the Tienanmen, or Gate 
of Heavenly Peace. Only a little 
over @ month ago, Miss Chiang 
and the three other radicals, who 
are all reportedly under arrest, 
had stood together with Mr, Hua 
at the same spot to mourn Mao. 

In an apparent tribute to the 
important role of China’s armed 
forces in the ouster of the radi- 
cals, Mr. Hua wore the green 
uniform of the People’s Liberation 
Army for the first time in 2 
public appearance. 

Old Party Rank

Airlines May End 
Winter Discounts 
On Atlantic Run 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 WAP), 
—Special discount rates that cus- 
tomarily permit vacationers to 
Save money on flights to Europe 
im the winter may be abandoned 
this year. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
recommended Friday that the 
special bargam rates be dropped 
for the winter season. It is up 
to President Ford to make the 
final decision. 

The recommendation would 
not affect normal economy and 
first-class tickets. It would gov- 
ern only special discount flights. 

The CAB'’s order would mean 
that the medium-price fares new 
in effect would continue to apply 
to most flights. instead of revert- 
ing to the discounts that are 
traditionally available in winter. 

The board said it acted on a 
recommendation br most interna~- 
tional carriers that the medium- 
price fares renin in effect be- 
cause they could not agree on 
what special reduced fares to 
charge.

Mrs. Williams said: “This kind 
of thing can only strengthen 
support for the cause. It makes 
people more determined than 
ever and yesterday's rally was a 
major victory for us.”

“I was very much accepied 
by the women.” she said. “I 
made clear from the begin- 
ning that I wasn't looking 
down on them. I feel that they 
think they are misunderstood 
and would like to pet their story 
out—so they really opened un 
to me,” 

Miss Cribfield, who has made 
five trips to Japan and speaks 
Japanese, spent months inter- 
viewing geishas, living with 
them and doing background 
work in Kyoto for her thesis. 

“There sre many people who 
are curious about geishas,” she 
said, “They've played a great 
role in Japanese culture, but 
no studies have been made in 
the postwar period. There has 
been an information gap. 

“If you jook at the statistics

since the war. you'll find the 
umber of geishas has dropped 
by two thirds.” she said. “One 
reason is that there are more 
fob opportunities for women, 
but also they have sort of a 
dark image. Most Japanese

Tribes May Own Most of State 


Maine Alarmed by Indians’ Suit Over Land 


By John Kifner 


CALAIS, Maine, Oct. 24 (NYT. 
—Two Indian tribes may legally 
own two-thirds of the state of 
Maine, 

This possibility, raised in a 
lawsuit that et first seemed in- 
significant, even ludicrous, four 
years ago, has suddenly blocked 
the sale of millions of dollars of 
municipal bonds, cast in doubt 
the ownership of private lands 
and whole towns and thrown the 
state government here into con- 
sternation. 

‘The suit, on behalf of the Passa- 
maquoddy and Penobscot Indian 
tribes, charges that their ancestral 
forest lands were illegally bar- 
gained away to the local white 
authorities in violation of the 
Indian WNonintercourse Act of 
1190. 

The lands involved, numbering 
perhaps 12 million acres, are 
worth $25 billion, according to 
‘Thomas Tureen, attorney for the 
Indians. 


“They used to laugh about this 
case and everything else,” said 
Nicholas Sappiel, the leader of 
the Penobscot Indians, “Now 
they're getting a few gray hairs, 
You've never seen so many law- 
yers. It reminds you of a car- 
toon, everybody's so mad.” 

“It's preposterous,” said State 
Attorney General Joseph Bren- 
man. “You just don’t undo 200 
years of history that readily.” 

But Mr. Tureen, a young anti- 
Poverty lawyer who read the fine 
print of history, has steered his 
case over ἃ convoluted course that 
saw the federal courts order the 
US. government to sue the state 
on behalf of the Indians. 

“Nobody could believe it,” Mr. 
Tureen said of the suit he filed 
in 1972, and added, “we would 
have settled cheap” back then. 

Now the Indians, who were 
allies of the Patriots in the Revo- 
Tution, are not inclined to accept 
Gov. James Longley’s urging that 
they drop their land claims, 

The existence of the case has, 
in recent days, stopped the sale 
of $27 million of bonds by the 
Maine Bond Bank, halting school 
aud hospital construction in small 
Mounicipalities. It has also leit 
the larger towns of Ellsworth and 
Millinocket unable ‘to biti 4 
million in bonds and sent Gov. 
Longley and other state Officials 
to Washington in search of 8 
solution, 


Advocacy Organization 


The suit is the largest of sev- 
eral in New England filed by Mr. 
Tureen and other lawyers for the 
Native American Rights Fund, 
an Indian advocacy organization 
based in Colorado. Other suits 
have been filed in Rhode Island, 
Connecticut and m the Cape Cod 
town of Mashtee.

Under the new Constitution, the 
central government reserved to 
itself the power to deal with the 
Indian tribes. This power was 
strengthened with the passage of 
the Indian Nonintercourse Act of 
1790. 

“Any title to Indian iand ob- 
tained without federal approval 
is null and void," the law, which 
was renewed every two rears uncll 
1894, when it was declared perma- 
nent, said. 

In 1794, Massachusetts conelud- 
ed a treaty with the Passanin- 
quoddy tribe, in which the In- 
dians relinquished alt but a small 
portion of their hoidings. The 
federal government, preoccupied 
at the time with the Iroquois and 
other hostile Indians, took no 
notice. 

The Indlans' fate over the fol-~ 
lowing years was that common to 
most tribes: They endured grind- 
ing poverty and their lands were 
nibbled away. 


Arguing that the title to much 
of the state's land was void be- 
cause the treaty had not been 
approved by Congress, Mr. Tureen 
went into court on George Wash- 
ington’s birthday in 1972. “It was 
like. ‘Hey, remember us? We're 
your old war buddies?"” he said. 


Seerecy Surrounds Dismissal 


Of Lawsuit Against the CIA

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26 (WP. 
—In what may be an unprece- 
dented court action, a federal 
Judge here has dismissed a law- 
suit ageinst the Central Intelll- 
gence Agency, but his opinion has 
tot been released to lawyers for 
either side or to the public. 

Diswriet Court Judge Ger 
bard Gesell reached his opinion— 
which is locked in a court safle 
—after he was ordered by two 
US.

The appetls court judges. Skelly 
Wright and Edward Tamm, also 
directed Judge Gesell to issue 
“any further orders” in the case 
under seal, 


dJudze Gesell dismissed the cise 
Wednesday im a one-sentence 
order he pluced in the public 
files, He saiq in the order that 
his reasons for dismussing the 
case were stated “in camera” and 
would not be made a part of the 
Public record. 


The Plaintiffs 


The ruling was made in a suit 
filed by an organization known 
as the Military Audit Project. a 
private, nonprofit group, which 
had asked the CLA to make pub- 
Me under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act any contracts or other 
documents concerning the Hughes 
Glomar Explorer project. 

The existence of the project. 
which involved an attempt τὸ re- 
trieve a Rusaion submarine from 
the floor of the Pacific Ocean, 
became known to the public list 
year. The government hus 
acknowledged financing the proj- 
ect. but it contends that any 
further admissions cancerning 
the project or the possible exis- 
tence of documents about it would 
jeopardize national security. 

Judge Gesell's order ends more 
than 10 montlis of legal wrangling 
over what details of the litigation 
could be made public. 

As early as one month after 
the suit was filed the governuncnt 
began attempting to file secret 
affidavits with Judge Gesell. 

Such onc-sided proceedings are 
contemplated under the Freedoni 
of Information Act, but Judze 
Gesell said in a written opinion 
jast Mareh that he felt. such 
proceedings should be followed 
“only in the rarest . . - special 
circumstances.” He asked for 
further publicly filed affidavits.
